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REMARKS 

In response to the above-identified Office Action, Applicant seeks reconsideration of 
the application. In this response, Claims 16 and 20 are canceled. Claims 1, 10 and 19 are 
amended and no claims are added. Accordingly, Claims 1, 4-10, 13-15 and 17-19 and 21-29 
are pending. 

I. Allowable Subject Matter 

In the Advisory Action, the E>£amiTiefr objects to Claims 15, 16 and 20-25 as dependent 
upon the rejected base claim. The Examiner acknowledges that the claims would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form includmg all the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. In response. Applicant amends independent Claim 10 to incorporate 
the limitations of allowable Claim 16, which has been canceled. It is therefore respectfully 
submitted that independent Claim 10 and its dependent Claims 13-15, 17 and 18 are 
allowable. Additionally, Applicant amends independent Claim 19 to incorporate the 
limitations of allowable Claim 20, which has been canceled. It is therefore respectfully 
submitted that mdependent Claim 1 9 and its dependent Claims 21 -25, 28 and 29 are 
allowable. FurthemiOTe, Claim 1 is a method claim which limitations substantially 
correspond to the limitations of amended Claim 10, and is thej-efore allowable. It is therefore 
respectfully submitted that independent Claim 1 and its dependent Claims 4-9, 26 and 27 are 
allowable.
